“Reports have been received at the 
offices of the Bethlehem Steel Co. from 
the plants at Sparrows Point, Md., 
Steelton, Reading and Lebanon, Pa., 
all of them substantially reporting full 
operation. 
Exceptions to this were 
only in unimportant, isolated districts 
in no way affecting the large and im­ 
portant operations. 
There is nothing 
to indicate that there will be a curtail­ 
ment of production.”

Boy Problem,” the fact was apparent

However, in your editorial you men­ 
tion the parents susceptibility to the 
belief that theiRboy is proof against 
all temptation, and that is the source 
of this comment. Not a parent, but a 
great believer in the boy and always 
a worker with them, I take this lib­ 
erty to r.sk if this belief in the son’s 
proof against sin and crime isn’t a 
case of “Hie eye sees not itself?” And 
isn't it one more proof th a t’there is 
no bov problem, that it’s a question of 
leadership? 
Perhaps the parents, and to us as 
leaders and co-workers in the work, 
a greater realization of the case and 
a fuller sense of our obligation would 
come if we d only turn our eyes "in” 
once in awhile. The problem is with 
us, and the trouble with our leader­ 
ship is that we are inclined to wink 
at little discrepancies in those who 
are looking toward us. and to pass 
them off, for “Oh, well, I like to do 
it. too.” or “it’s just like me.”

Can parents openly disagree and 
the effect he lost on the child’s fu­ 
ture habits? ('an we as younger lead­ 
ers and they as parents, afford to 
snicker at lewdness, to smile at little 
cheat Jigs. to excuse little injustices 
to the poor, the widow’ or the orphan. 
to belittle the law, to lower the esti­ 
mate on virtue, or to fail to stand

Frenchman Invents Appara­ 
tus That He Expects Will 
Win $10,000 


Gabriel Poulain is the first man to 
aret a flight out of a strictly man-pow- 
er device. 
Poulain, who first 
won 
fame as a cyclist, expects to win a 
$10,000 prize in a few weeks by prov­ 
ing that his "aero bike” or “aviette” 
really can fly by leg power. 
Airmen who witnessed 
his 
recent 
trial flight at the Long Champs race 
course were thrilled by the possibili- 
ties of the machine that lifted Poulain 
one meter off the ground in a flight 
of twelve meters. They see in his de­ 
vice an antidote for engine trouble, 
that dread of aviators, and Poulain 
explains that when his invention is 
developed, there will be an attachment 
for motor power 
planes. 
By 
this 
means flight may be maintained by 
pedaling, while mechanics affect re­ 
pairs to recalcitrant motors or pilots 
seek safe landings, the inventor be­ 
lieves. 
In trans-Atlantic flights, he 
says, the aero bike attachment will 
become indispensable for emergencies. 
In the prize flight to win the $10,- 
000 offered by the Reugot Bicycle Com­ 
pany, Poulain is required to fly only 
ten meters, and having done twelve 
already- he regards the money as good 
as won. 
^he “aviette” is 
a 
bicycle 
with 
wings. On it Poulain gained a speed 
of about tvventy-five miles an hour by 
vigorous pedaling and then, with a 
twist of the handles he elevated the 
planes and glided through the air. To 
land, he simply depressed the wrings 
and eased up on the pedals; no great- 
*r exertion is necessary, he reported, 
than in 
ordinary cycling on 
good 
roads. 
The inventor hopes that when his 
device is brought to the commercial 
stage of perfection, it will become the 
IKjpular jaunting aero car of the com­ 
mon people, in as much as there is no 
expensive motor to be bought nor 
costly gas therefor. 
The only model in existence, the one 
in which the inventor made his suc­ 
re ssful trial- was built by the Nieu- 
port Airplane Company. 
French aviators have ceased to scoff 
at Poulain’s idea and are taking the 
aero bike seriously as a necessary im­ 
provement on the equipment of the 
motored airplanes.
